The State Committee of Psychologists is made 
up of eight members. Seven licensed psycholo- 
gists and one public member. To ensure adequate 
representation of the diverse fields of psychology, 
the Committee shall consist of at least two psy- 
chologists who are engaged full time in the doctoral 
teaching and training of psychologists, and at least 
two psychologists who are engaged full time in the 
professional practice of psychology. The psycholo- 
gist members must have been licensed in Missouri 
for at least three years. All are appointed by the 
Governor and must be a Missouri resident for at 
least one year. 


Currently there is one member serving on an 
expired term, and the public member position is 
vacant. 


Governor Nixon wants all of the Boards to “look 
like Missouri.” He wants diversity of practice spe- 
cialty, geography, gender, race and ethnicity.

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Large-scale validation survey launched 


ASPPB has been in the business of credentialing psychologists since 
1961. As part of its mission to provide excellence in regulation, and in 
adherence with best practices in credentialing, a critical component of 
ASPPB’s development of valid and reliable licensure examinations and 
certification programs is the conduct of periodic analyses of the practice 
of psychology. The last such study was completed in 2003, and ASPPB is 
currently conducting its third major practice analysis in partnership with 
Professional Examination Service, the organization that administers the 
EPPP. Results of this study will be used to update the EPPP, to develop 
complementary assessments, and to guide the education and training of 
future psychologists.

no cost to licensed psychologists). During 
the past year we licensed 98 psycholo- 
gists, issued 34 provisional licenses, and 
considered 38 ethcial complaints. Recent 
changes to the rules include 20 CSR 2235- 
1.015 (12), which limits the administration 
and interpretation of specific psychologi- 
cal tests to only licensed psychologists. 
We have received numerous questions 
regarding individuals who may be appro- 
priate to administer such tests. This new 
rule suggests that any individual, including 
individuals from other licensed professions 
(e.g., LPCs, LCSWs) may administer tests 
if they are adequately trained to do so. 
However, they cannot interpret them. 


SCOP continues to monitor trends in 
professional licensing across the nation 


and Canada. Efforts are underway to 
make all psychology licenses transferable 
across Canadian provinces, which is forc- 
ing them to identify uniform licensing re- 
quirements. Similar trends are being dis- 
cussed by licensing boards in the US, with 
efforts to survey all state requirements to 
determine appropriate guidelines (e.g., 
standard number of supervised practicum 
hours, etc.). Other states have eliminated 
the requirement for the one year residency 
requirement. Several states continue to 
attempt to pass prescription privilege legis- 
lation which will impact state licensing 
laws, although Louisiana Medical Psy- 
chologists (MP) recently passed legislation 
that moved jurisdiction of this group (i.e., 
MPs) to the state board of healing arts. As 


a reminder, SCOP does not promote any 
legislative agenda but must respond to any 
changes in law. 


In closing, the SCOP members and 
staff reiterate our goal to serve the citizens 
of Missouri by ensuring the competent and 
ethical practice of all psychologists. We 
also desire to make it as easy as possible 
for psychologists to become licensed in 
Missouri, and are very appreciative of the 
efforts of SCOP's Executive Director, Pam 
Groose, and her staff, Roxy Brockman and 
Vicky Steen.

The system is safe and secure, and any information a volunteer provides will be pro- 
tected for privacy. 


Show-Me Response will collect and check licensing and credential information so 
it can be readily available for the Missouri Department of Health and Senior Services 
staff to assist in the notification and activation of qualified medical volunteers.

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Changes in 
Missouri law 
that affect 
your next 
renewal 


Income tax 

This law has been on the books for 
several years now, but a reminder is 
always a benefit. The State Committee 
of Psychologists is required to give 
your Social Security number to the 
Department of Revenue before grant- 
ing a new license or a renewal. If you 
are an existing licensee, your SSN will 
be provided to the DOR approximate- 
ly 30 days before your renewal. The 
DOR will determine if you owe any 
back income taxes or if you’ve failed 
to file an income tax return in the past 
three years. If so, you will be notified. 
You will have 90 days from that noti- 
fication to take care of the tax liability 
or your license will be suspended until 
you are in compliance. 


If you are applying for a new li- 
cense, your SSN will be given to the 
DOR within 30 days of your applica- 
tion. If you are not in compliance, 
your application will not be consid- 
ered until you are in compliance. 


The current requirements have been 
in effect since 2004, thanks to House 
Bill 978. You may recall that House 
Bill 600, passed in 2003, required 
revocation for non-compliance. The 
law was changed in 2004 to require 
suspension. The law is section 324.010 
RSMo.

Pain and 
symptom 
management

Pain is the most common 
reason Americans seek 
medical attention. 


In 2005, three of every ten Missou- 
rians reported that pain made it hard to 
care for themselves, to work or to par- 
ticipate in recreational activities during 
the preceding month. 


In 2004, town hall meetings were held 
throughout the state to obtain input from 
persons experiencing severe or chronic 
pain and from the health care provid- 
ers who care for them. The majority of 
individuals identified the lack of health 
care provider knowledge regarding 
pain assessment as a primary barrier to 
proper pain care. Pain is one of the most 
universally experienced phenomena yet

health care providers have many mis- 
conceptions about pain. These include a 
lack of understanding that uncontrolled 
acute pain increases the risk for develop- 
ing persistent debilitating pain; a fear 

of prescribing opioid pain medications 
despite available guidelines and policies; 
and a lack of appreciation of the need for 
interdisciplinary approaches to care. 


Many individuals at the town hall 
meetings said consumers also lack 
knowledge regarding optimal pain 
therapy, and don’t understand the con- 
sequences of untreated pain. Patients 
and families need to be informed and 
empowered to take a more active role in 
their care.

MASTER’S DEGREE TO DOCTORAL 
DEGREE PSYCHOLOGISTS: Section 
337.090 of the Psychology Practice Act 
states in part... . “Any person licensed on 
the basis of a master’s degree who has then 
eamed a doctoral degree may use the title 
“doctor” or hold himself out in his prac- 
tice as a psychologist as having a doctoral 
degree so long as it is from an accredited 
institution of higher education and so long 
as the degree is relevant to the practice of 
psychology.” 


Licensees who have obtained a doctoral 
degree after being licensed based upon the 
master’s degree can submit evidence of the 
doctoral degree to the State Committee of 
Psychologists and it will be added to the 
permanent record. Licensees who wish to 
have their license record upgraded to reflect 
that they are licensed at the doctoral level 
must submit evidence of the degree and 
request in writing a Committee review and 
upgrade.
